r he following comes to us 
via the April issue of the 
Lake County Area Compu¬ 
ter Enthusiasts. I hopeyou enjoy it. 

Having received my assignment 
to present a program report on the 
program Page Editor by Alan Kirk at 
our January meeting, I was sur- 
prised to see how good this pro¬ 
gram was for us 8-bitters. 1t got me 
going so much that I am not only 
goihg to report on this fine pro¬ 
gram, but will indude some others 
that I found to very good as well. 

The Page Editor is a desktop 
Publishing program for the 8-bit ma- 
chines. It took Alan Kirk over two 
years to develope and it allows you 
to use the 80 column mode without 
any perlphirals. It is complete with 
the documentation, clipart func- 
tions (either from the program or 
Print Shop Graphics ), typeface files 
and utility files to convert word 
Processing files. For anyone Inter- 
ested in getting into 8-bit desktop 
Publishing, this program is super. 

Page Editor will run on BASIC, 
but Alan suggests using Turho-BA- 
SIC by Frank Ostrowski to improve 
the running speed. Alan sent our 
club, ( LCACE that is — ed.), the disk 
and States that it is public domain. 
Fpr those of you who wish to get in 
touch with Alan:

Another good program for the 
8-bit is Disk IO Plus from Antic-De- 
cember 1985, Volume 4, Number 8 
by patrick Dell’Era. This disk utility 
is very easy to use and allows you to 
print directories in double column 
formal, alphabetised and numbered. 
Besides this, it can let you move 
docs to your printer and give you a 
hard copy in minutes. 

For the technical minded, might 
I reccomend Circuit Database by 
Randolph Constan—; —Analog 
Computing no 24, November 1984. 
This is a neat little program that lets 
you draw out schematics using the 
Joystick. When you have made your 
schematic on the screen, the pro¬ 
gram will print it. 

Last but not least, how about a 
nice little program called Musorqa 
by Ron Tbrborg; Analog No 34, Sep¬ 
tember 1985. This program converts 
your touch tablet into a musical in- 
strument. Just the thing for Bobby 
Bell so he can play it for his girl- 
friend TJ.

Bit Maker—An 

Eagle it Ain’t ^ 'Jmvace) 


veryone has probably seen 
on PBS or the Discovery 
Channel a documentary 
about the gooney birds which live 
on Islands in the south Pacific. 

Though graceful in fllght, their 
takeoffs are characterized by frantic 
dashes over rocks, sand and cach 
other, accompanied by vigorous 
flapping of wings. Similarly, land- 
ings are most kindly described as 
controlled crashes, with the bird of- 
ten turning a couple somersaults be- 
fore coming to rest. 

What, you ask, has this to do 
with Computer Software? Well, I 
found remarkable parallels between 
the flying prowess of the gooney 
birds and the performance of Bit 
Maker. Bit Maker does what lt adver- 
tises, but its starting and stopping 
are not elegant. 

Bit Maker actually consists of 
three programs. The first, 

DMF_TO H.PRG, converts 

Pagestream .DMF fonts to .??H 
screen fonts. PBFTOABF.PRG cre- 
ates Adobe .ABF fonts from Type 1 
fonts, and DMF_GDOS.PRG con¬ 

verts .DMF fonts to GDOS screen 

and printer fonts. DMF_GDOS.PRG 

is the only one of these which I 
have used; all my remarks apply to 
it. 

. I ran DMF_GDOS.PRG on an 

unmodified 1040ST. For the first try, 

* - 


I copied the program to a new disk, 
loaded it, and fed it a Pagestream 
font. The manual gives a fairly good 
description of what you must do, 
but lt ignores a few items which 
would make life easier for new us- 
ers. For instance, you must choose 
to generate either a screen font or a 
printer font. 

If you choose to generate a 
screen font, you have to specify 
45x45, 45x90, or 90x90, lt took me 
a while to figure this one out, but I 
finally realized that these are low, 
medium, and high resolution fonts, 
respectively. Wouldn’t it have been 
simpler to make the menu read low, 
medium, or high resolution? I don’t 
really care how many pixels a given 
font requires. 

Similarly, if you elect to generate 
a printer font, you can choose 
among 120x144, 180x180, 300x300, 
or 360x360. If none of these satis- 
fies you, you can input your own 
values. 

The manual for my 9-pin printer 
says it will print 60 dots per inch in 
text mode, or 240 in graphics mode. 
The ink jet printer will print 300. 
Evidently, a certain amount of ex- 
perimentation is necessary. It would 
have been nice though, if the 
manual included a table of populär 
Printers and the resolutions they can 
achieve. 

_ Apr il 1993 
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Having selected the resolution,| 
you have to choose a point size. The 
menu gives you a selection of sizes 
from 8 to 20 points in two point in- 
crements, plus 24, 30 , and 36 
points. Or, you can specify your 
own. Finally, you specify a font 
number. It seems that every font 
raust have a number or GDOS gets 

confused. DMF_GDOS supplies 37 

as a default starting number. It’s up 
to you to keep track. 

OK, we’ve charged along the 
sand, flapping our wings madly, and 
we’re finally off the ground. But was 
it a successful takeoff? Click on OK 

and DMF_GDOS reads the target 

font and begins Converting. It cre- 
ates a new name from the original 
name plus the point size. 

As it converts, it displays the AS¬ 
CII code of the current character. 
On the first try, it got up to the letter 
’u' or thereabouts, then crashed, 
leaving three bombs. Reboot and try 
again. Same result. Reboot and try 
again, but with a different target 
fdnt. It went a little farther before 
crashing. 

There seeems to be a pattem 
here. Maybe it’s running out of 
memory. I made a new boot disk 
with onlv the control panel and 
Universal Item Selector III as acces- 
sories and rebooted. Try the first 
font again. By the way, you can save 
your preferences, but it doesn’t 
seem to do any good. Our feet are 
gettlng sore from running down the 
sand. Wait! We’re in the air! We’re 
flying! Ohio State didn’t give me 
that PhD for nothing. It’s neat, the 


way the converted characters march 
across the top of the screen, but 
why couldn’t they use more than 
the top 10% ? 

OK, it must be time to save the 
resultj the file selector box popped 
up. That’s where I want it to go, so 
click on OK. The drive is spinning, 
but what’s this? The menu is all gar- 
bled! The drive has stopped, but 
what do I do now? Dld it finish? All 
the menu Windows have nonsense 
characters in them. Which one was 
Quit? Here it is in the manual. Click 
on that and see what happens. We’re 
back on the desktop and no bombs, 
so we didn’t crash but we did a cou- 
ple somersaults when we landed. 

Did it really make a GDOS font? 
Load a font editor and see. Yes, the 
editor reads and displays the new 
font, but grumbles about something 
called horizontal offsets which will 
not be used. Let’s convert some 
more and try to use them in an ap- 
plication. 

1 converted two DMF fonts to 
screen fonts, slnce I wanted to use 
them in Calligrapher, which gener- 
ates printer fonts when it needs 
them. I made a selection of sizes 
ranging from 8 to 24 points, follow- 
ing thc sizes ln the fonts supplied 
with Calligrapher. 

Each separate size required 

restarting DMF_GDOS and ended 

with the same controlled crash. It 
took a long time to generate a fam- 
ily. One of the fonts was called Sat¬ 
urn. It’s a very heavy, arty font, 
probably best for posters and adver- 
tiscments. I added It to the. font file 
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for Calligrapher and modified the 
ASSIGN.SYS file to match. (Isn’t 
GDOS a pain?) I rebooted Calligra¬ 
pher and trled the new font. 

It displayed on the screen, but 
even though I specified the 10 point 
size, the second line slightly over- 
lapped the first and the characters 
seemed much larger than those of 
the other font in the text. When I 
tried to prim, Calligrapher bombed. 
I don’t know whether this is the 
fault of the font or whether Calligra¬ 


pher ran out of memory (it gets a lit- 
tle cramped in one meg). 

So there things stand. Thanks- 
giving and Christmas came and my 
experiments had to walt. I sent a let- 
ter to Megaiype, the makers of Bit 
Maker, but have had no response. I 
will continue my experiments and 
keep you posted. I repeat what I 

sald up front; DMF_GDOS works, 

but it lacks polish. It gives the im- 
pression of a beta Version released 
too early.
